Efforts to Effect a Settlement Meet 
W ith 
Failure— Men Claim 
Com­ 
pany Broke Faith W ith Uniorv 


New York, March 9.—At the head­ 
quarters of the International Associa­ 
tion of Bridge and Structural Iron 
Workers it was denied that the strlk 
era had refused to Inform the officers 
of the American Bridge company of 
the nature of their grievances 
•'Our strike was not 
declared In 
sympathy 
with

gineers,” said a representative of the 
association. 
"For 
some 
time 
the 
American Bridge company has been 
breaking faith with us wherever the 
union is weak. 
It has been looking 
for trouble for some time. 
On manv 
Jobs they have had our men do all the 
hard and difficult work and as soon 
as easy work was reached have laid 
us off and put on cheaper men 
The 
claim that we have made no effort »o 
settle our grievances with them is not 
true. 
"The president of the international 
association came on here last week 
lor the purpose of settling our trou­ 
bles 
with 
the 
company, but they 
would not meet him.” 
It was also sai l that no m«*e meet­ 
ings of the men are to be hem for the 
present, that the strike is on and will 
continue.

Over 18,000 Measures Introduced Dur­ 
ing Fifty-Seventh Congress. 
Washington, March 9.—Mr. Alexan­ 
der McDowell, clerk of the house of 
teprosentatives, made public an offi­ 
cial compilation 
showing the work 
done by the house during the fifty- 
seventh congress. 
The longest day 
of 
the sesRloo 
lasted, with recesses. 144 hours, dur 
ing which 80 roll-calls were taken 
Rills and resolutions introduced, 18, 
420; reports were made on 2.810. The 
senate sent to the house 1.639 senate 
bills and resolutions. 
The house dis 
posed of 2.4is of the measures orig­ 
inating with it. and 1,012 
from the 
senate, making a total of 3.430 bills 
and resolutions aeted on. 
It left on 
its calendar 405 house and 118 sen­ 
ate bills and resolutions. 
Fifteen of the members of the house 
died during the congress, seven re­ 
signed and Messrs. 
Rhea, of Ken­ 
tucky, and Rtitler. of Missouri, were 
unseated, the latter twice.

WATER ABOVE THE DANCER LINE 


Rainfall 
Has Been General and All 


Tributary Streams Help Swell the 


Flood— Much Damage Done— Traffic 


Interfered W ith. 


Memphis. 
Tenn.. 
March 
9.—The 
river began to rise slowly again. The 
gauge marks S4 4 feet and more water 
coming. The levees remain intact, al 
though a large area of lowland south 
of Memphis Is submerged. 
C ritten­ 
den and Lee counties, in Arkansas, 
are inundated and some distress is re 
ported from there, especially among 
negro farmers. 
The most serious dif­ 
ficulty the railroads are experiencing 
ic the delay to schedules, many trains 
arriving from one to three hours late. 
Paducah. Ky., March 9.—The Ohio 
river, which is higher than ever be 
fore Blnce the great flood of 1884. is 
still rising, as are the Wabash, Cum­ 
berland, Tennessee and other tribu­ 
taries, and the situation from here to 
Cairo is the worst that 
has 
been 
known for 19 years. 
Cairo, 111., March 9.—W arnings have 
been sent out to places south of Cairo 
to prepare for Rt least 50 feet of water 
Rain fell Saturday 
over the wate* 
sheds of the Ohio, W abash, Tonnes- 
see and Cumberland rivers, and in 
many places where the rivers were 
falling they are rising again. 
A vast 
territory is now covered with water 
and many families have been forced 
to abandon their homes 
The Cairo 
leaveeB are "tpected to stand a stage 
of 55 feet, as they have been raised 
and strengthened during the last few 
years. 
Owensboro, 
Ky., 
March 
9 —The 
heaviest rain for many years fell here 
Saturday and the river is still rising 
and it is over all previous marks, ex­ 
cept the record of 1884. 
The smaller 
stream s also are flooding the country. 
T he situation is very serious here and 
at other points along the lower Ohio 
valley. 
Louisville. 
March 
9 —The 
Ohio 
river registers one-tenth of a foot over 
the danger line. 
It is erepected that 
a 30-foot stage, the highest in two 
years, will be reached before the flood 
begins to subside 
The water Is now 
well up Into Fourth street. 
The rise 
was caus.-d by heavy 
rain up the 
river within the past 24 hours. 
Cincinnati, 
March 
9.—The 
Ohio 
river has been rising here again and 
it is reported to be rising at upper 
points. Heavy rain prevailed through 
out Ohio.
